rates for different categories of piece rated

workmen will achieve within a reasona¬ 
ble period of time and should be able to 
exceed the .same so as to obtain enhance¬ 
ment of earnings, and (c) the existing 
economic and operational conditions 
including the state of machinery etc. 
prevailing in different units of jute mills 
in this State. For the purpose of restructu¬ 
ring of piece rate, only the minimum basic 
in each of the grades will be taken into 
account, for example, in respect of work¬ 
men falling in grade I, Rs. 211 being the 
basic minimum in this scale will only be 
taken into account; 

(ii) to examine the present fall-back system as 

per Wage Board formula and recommend 
such revised methods of payments of fall¬ 
back wages in the light of the proposed 
restructuring, keeping in view the need to 
safeguard the piece rated workmen 
against overwork and undue speed and to 
guarantee minimum wage to the piece 
rated workmen in all given cases of short¬ 
age of production for reasons over which 
workmen concerned have no control; and 
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(iii) to examine and recommend the said mini¬ 
mum wage for piece rated workmen. 

3. The Committee shall submit its report to the 
State Government within four months from the 
date of this resolution.

Manufacture, possession and sale of the following 
types of fireworks are prohibited under notification 
No. 3|12|65-P II(IX), dated 1st April 1966 issued by 
Government of India in exercise of the power 
conferred by section 6 of I. E, Act, 1884 :— 

(i) Crakers, Ignition Potkas, Bh'ui Potkas, Bombs, 

Throwdowns, etc., as are prepared from a 
mixture of arsenic sulphide and potassium 
chlorate. 

(ii) Chhucha Baji. 

(iil) Uran Tubri.

(v) Crackers—Commonly known as “Atom

2. Purchase and sale of potassium chlorate arc 
strictly prohibited except under a licence issued by 
the appropriate authorities. 

3. Display of any sort of fireworks on the streets 
of Calcutta and its suburbs is also prohibited. 

4. Any person violating these regulations should 
be promptly arrested and prosecuted. 

5. Sale of fireworks without a licence is prohibited. 
No person should, therefore, be allowed to sell fire¬ 
works on the streets or in any shop without a licence. 

6. Letting rockets or sending up fire baloons 
without a licence as required under section 9 of the 
West Bengal Fire Services Act, 1950, is also pro¬ 
hibited. Any person committing an offence under 
section 24 of the said Act, may, if his name and 
addresses be not known, be arrested by any police 
officer and forthwith produced before a Magistrate 
having jurisdiction over the place in which such an 
offence has been committed. 

7. The Assistant Commissioner of Police, Arms 
Act Department, should compile a comprehensive list 
of all fireworks licences in consultation with the 
Inspector of Explosives and organise surprise checks 
to sec if the conditions of the licences are observed 
by Baji dealers.
